Kufalk pointed out that the pres- 
ent room was perhaps adequate 
when he came to the office in 1020, 
only three persons being employed 
and the amount of business being 
at the time in contrast to six now, 
but one-fifth of what it is today, 
but now it is far from adequate. 

The postmaster will be able to 
show the inspector that working 
tables overlap, and there isn't 
enough space for the employes to 
hang up their wraps, a toilet room 
being the only place for such pur- 
pose. 

An inspector called out 15 months 
ago merely glanced at the present 
lease which has several years to 
continue and refused to go farther, 
it is said.

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Wilt You Help? 

During the last holiday season, as in the past, 
tragedy came to many homes. It came in the form of 
fire, In some instances, it left dead, maimed and suf- 
fering human beings behind. In one case a fire which 
started with a Christmas tree destroyed most of 
town. 

So; again, the nation has been shown that fire 
is one of the greatest menaces to life and property — 
and a menace which is always waiting for a chance 
to strike. 

Yet the terrible toll which fire took in 1949 
need not be repeated in 1950. Fire is not an enemy 
against which there is no practical defense. It is, on 
the contrary, an enemy which can be captured and 
controlled. The experts say that something like 90 
per cent of all fires are unnecessary — they could have 
been prevented with just a little thought, a little time, 
a few simple precautions. Most fires start from the 
simDlcst hazards, carelessness with smoking materials, 
Xrayed electric cords, improperly maintained stoves 
and furnaces, accumulations of trash, and so on. You 
don't have to be an authority on fire prevention to 
get rid of these hazards in your home or place of busi- 
ness and the c^t is small. 

This year, organized fire prevention will go 
ahead, in high gear. It will be successful if, and only 
if, it is given public cooperation everywhere. Your 
life and your property may be at stake. Are they 
worth protecting? 

* * * 

Will Thrift Be A Crime? 

The American Farm Bureau Federation recent- 
ly issued an impoTtant statement of policy. The Fe- 
deration affirmed its stand in favor of the laws which 
prohibited monopoly and restrictive practices in re- 
straint of trade. It then said: "We do not, however, 
agree with the interpretations which apparently are 
being given to these laws in certain recent cases and 
administrative rulings. In this highly controversial 
field it is important that distinction be made between 



conditions reflecting the effects ot vigorous competi- 
tive actions and actual monopoly power. Size and area 
of activity are not necessarily indications of mono- 
poly. Regulations should not be used to eliminate the 
possibility Of Integrated systems that are efficient and 
competitve. Such systems have the possibility ul 
bringing about a badly-needed reduction in the mar- 
gins that now exist between the L producers and the 
consumers of many items." 

This takes on a special significance In the light 
of the government's antitrust case against a big chain 
store system. This system obviously has no monopoly 
of anything — It must compete directly with other 
chains and with thousands of independent stores in 
the states in which it operates. It obviously is not des- 
troying ether merchants — they are .'growing and pros- 
pering and increasing their customers. The govern- 
ment's case, therefore, seems to be' based on the idea 
that size Is a crime — and reducing prices to the public 
is also a crime. 

If that idea should ever prevail, we can quit 
talking high living standards and abundance and get 
ready for much lower standards and scarcity. Ef- 
ficiency, economy and good service will be out of 
date. The dollar will shrink some more. Is that what 
the American people really want? 

* * * 

Political Monopolies Reach Out 

John C. Doerfer, chairman of the Public Service 
Commission of Wisconsin, has warned that the Fe- 
deral government is trying to extend its regulatory 
control over intrastate, as well as interstate, matters. 
He cited a case where the Federal Power Commis- 
sion claimed jurisdiction over a utility company which 
had no property or any activity outside of the state. 
Then he said: "Once it gets its foot into the door, 
control of the state . . . will be so emasculated that 
effectiveness will be nil. 

"At best it invites a duplication of regulation 
which will be both impracticable and expensive . . . 
It successful such efforts will reduce the states to 
groveling puppets before a Washington bureaucracy. 
The right to conduct the internal affairs within a 
stale will be merely measured by the success of the 
beggar state's ability to wheedle layors from those in 
power. Control of local affairs by the people directly 
concerned will be gone forever." 

A similar warning has been issued by Harry 
Miller, a member of the Public Service Commission 
of Ohio, who said that "zealots" in Federal bureaus 
"would have Federal control supplant traditional 
state regulation." 

This trend is undoubtedly an offshoot of the 
drive to socialize the utility industry. State regulation 
has a splendid record. The state commissions know 
local needs, problems and desires. They can deal with 
each problem on its merit and come to fair decisions. 
They have been of service in helping give us an 
abundance of low-priced power. 

If their authority is destroyed by Federal 
bureau monopolies, the states will be set back another 
step toward becoming political nonentities.

First Peruvian Mummy 
Ever Brought to U.S. 
Is 'Unwound' in N. Y. 

NEW YORK.— The first unmask- 
ing of a Peruvian mummy in this 
country brought to light here one 
that was believed to be 3.D00 years 
old. The mummy was unwound at 
the American museum of natural 
history. 

While orchcologists carefully un- 
wound yards of burlap and bril- 
liantly-colored clnth. newsreel cam- 
eras ground, radio networks made 
recordings end camera bulbs 
flashed. 

Dr. Junius Bird, who assisted in 
the unwinding, was noncommittal 
about the mummy's age, but agreed 
he had been a hip.h official of the 
Paracas civilization. 

The mummy was discovered in 
1027 about 150 miles south of Lima, 
buried about a foot under the sur- 
face. 

The mummy brought a complete 
wardrobe to New York. Included 
were several bright ceremonial 
robes and a short, tassclcd poncho 
in a nearly perfect state of preser- 
vation. 

The first sign of the gentleman 
from Peru was bony knee as the 
unwinding progressed. It brouRht 
gasps from femr.Ic mummy fol- 
lowers. Even more exciting to the 
audience was the final stripping 
of the head, revealing the gray- 
haired skull. 

Bird said the Peruvian was gray- 
haired when buried and that his 
head had been artificially shaped 
in infancy. A narrow gold band 
ran down the bririge of the nose, 
and n sheet of rold lay across the 
forehead. Parrot feathers ond a 
broken cup were encased near the 
head. 

His exact age was to be calcu- 
lated under n method evolved by 
Dr. W. F. Libby of the University 
of Chicago whereby some of the 
wrappings will be burned and the 
carbon ashes tested for radio- 
activity. 

The Peruvian ambassador, Fer- 
nando Berckemeyer, dropped by 
briefly to view the remains of his 
old countryman.
